REMARKS 

Claims 1-27 and 59 are now pending in the application. Claims 1-27 are allowed 
as pending. Claim 59 has been amended to address the Examiner's indefiniteness 
rejection. The Examiner is respectfully requested to reconsider and withdraw the 
rejection in view of the amendments and remarks contained herein. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. § 11 2 

Claim 59 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
Applicant regards as the invention. This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

While Applicant disagrees that the use of a relative term makes Claim 59 
indefinite, Applicant has nonetheless deleted the term to expedite allowance of the 
application.
